Tnetead of riehly upholetersd pews the
mambars of the audience, composed of
some of the lowest drogs of hummnity, are
rented upon rude benches or the lron floor
of the jail. Bolta, bars and locks consti-
tute the sole dscorationa of the jafl audi-
torlum, which ls lghted by a number of
dingy windows in place of the nsunl stalned
Rinss memorinl windows A wheesy little
portabls reed organ acceptably takes the
place of a masnificently toned pipe organ.

Misn Magee, directresss of the clty mis
slon near Tenth street and Capltol avenus,
has charge of the services at the jall and
says the work is probably the most In-
tercating of all her manifold duties among
ths poor and unfortunate of Omaha. Carl
Wilson, & member of the First Methodlst
churoh, Is the regular speaker At the meet-
Ings and ls assisted by Gernld Drew of the
Hanrcom Park Methodist church, who dis-
pennes the music from the minlatare organ.
The other reguiar workers are C. H
Withey, Mr. and Mra Fiold, Mr. Anderson
and the Misses Beckman nand Breckner

Miss Mag#e furnizhes each prisoner with
n hymn book and it Ia invariably the rule
that all the unfortunates, who are foreed
to spend the Babbath behind bars, join
lustily in the singing, the mellow tones of
negroes mingling with the notes of the
white priscners, both male and female.

Bervices are held every Bunday at 4 p. m.
and consiat of singing. prayer and short
talks by Misse Mogee and others. On sev-
erid ocoasions prisoners have voluntarily
related the stories of thelr past lives and
have evinced an incllhation toward refor-
mation. The services are not evangelistie
In character or intent, but are held for the
purposs of affording those who are un-
fortunately in the tolls of the law an ap-
portunity to worship their Maker In the
manner thelr more fortuniate brothers do
each Babbath.

The last gervice of & pasiorate of nine
yoars In Omaha will be held Sunday even-
Ing by Rev, Hubert C. Herring at the Flrst
Congregutionnl church. He has resigned
his position as pastor of the church only
to accept a more responsible position as
general secretgry of the Congregational
Home Misslon soclety in New York City.
He will have the direct reaponsibility for
the mission work of the church in the on-
tire United Stutes.

When Dr. Herring was called to assume
the leadership of the First Congregational
church nine years ago the affalrs of the
ohurch were demoralized for lack of oOr«
gunlgation to a certain extent mand there
wis & large debt caused by Improvementis
to the chureh structure. This debt has
been antirely removed during Dr. Herring' s
pastorate as well pf other Improvements
belng made, and over $0,000 has been dis-
bursed during the period In question.

While Dr. Herring's resignation as pas-
tor was accepted by the members of the
church only with the deepest regret, It wad
realized his scope of opportunilty had beon
broadened and the members will tender
Bim a farewell reception mnext Tuesday
evening at the ohurch pariors to wish him
Godspeed In hia new work.
